Israel conducted itself, the anti- 
Semites would find reusons for 615 
pressing their animosity. 

The only possible reuction for a 
Jew is therefore to combat unti- 
Semitism — and this, in practice, 
means to combat the attacks on 
Israel. Unconditional support for 
Israel is the only possible attitude. 
Criticism will only provide the anti- 
Semites with ammunition, and help 
them to set Jew against Jew. 


IT IS undeniable that the virulent 
forms whieh the attacks on {sracl 
have taken in the Belgian media, for 
example, almost force the Jews into 
such u position. 

Depicting Israel as racist and 
equating it with Nazism, directly or 
by insinuation (as by calling the 
Israel Air Force the Luftwaffe).

While their elders have 
never become integrated into 
Belgian. society, ‘they. who were.

NEITHER Belgium nor France has 
a Jewish lobby, able or willing to ex- 
ercise direct political pressure on 
the governments of these countries.

The range of views heard in 
France, which has a Jewish com- 
rounity of 700,000, was natural 
broader and more political than in 
Belgium, where’ the concern was 
almost exclusively — and, one 
could say, almost obsessively — 
with the role of the media. 


Mr: C. Kelman, who has assumed 
the presidency of CRIF, the 
Consistory that represents French 
Jews, following the death of Alain 
de Rothschild, says that although 
there has always been tension 
between the Diuspora and Israel, 
there is now a crisis, There is a 
malaise among French Jews, but 
immediate needs always take 
‘precedence over the essential; and 
as one who is responsible for a 
representative Jewish organization, 
he feels that it would be a crime to

Still, there was outrage after the

The revival of anti-Semitism, 
Kelman thinks, has been in the 
making for a long time, and is not 
directly related to the Arab-Isruel 
conflict. Stil, Israel provides the 
anti-Semites with ammunition, and 
he would like to see a dialogue 
between Israel and the Jews in the 
Diaspora. 


While his criticism of Israeli 
policy is evident, however 
restrained, Kelman is emphatic that 
the Jews must stand together and 
stand with {srael.

A DIFFERENT view is held by 
Mr. Wormser, αι prominent bunker 
and member of the presidium of 
CRIF, who is a sponsor of the 
Mapem-affilinied Cercle Bernard 
Lazare. For Wormser, the right to 
support Israel is part of his rights as 
a French citizen; and so is his right 
τῷ criticize Israel. Unconditional, 
uncritical support would not be 
credible, and would therefore be in- 
effective. His support of Israel is 
voluntary, and he resents any claim 
by Isruel to speak in the nume of the 
Jews. He denies that there is any 
revival of popular-based anti- 
Semitism. © 

Even more emphalic, along 
similar lines, was André Azoulay, a 
well-known banker of Moroccan 
origin, who heads fdentité er 
Dialogue, an otgunization dedicated 
to reviving the identity of Moroccan 
Jewry and to fostering dialogue 
belween North African Jews, Isrvel 
and Morocco. 

Opposition to Israel's policics, 
Azoulay thinks, must not be 
equated with anti-Semitim, even if i 
sometimes slides into anti-Seraitic 
forms of expression. A critical at- 
litude towards Israel, he said, is not 
only permissible for Jews, it ‘is 
necessary, because unconditional 
support will have no credibility and 
will be rejected even by non-Jews of 
goodwill. . 

In his view, the historical ex- 
perience: of North African Jewry, 

iCaktinued verbo oe 
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who despite periods of strain have 
for hundreds of years mostly lived 
peaceably with their Arab 
neighWours, can cuntribute much to 
reaching a belter understanding 
between [srael and the Arabs. 
When asked how these views ac- 
cord with the prevalent attitude of 
Moroccans in Israel, who mostly 
suppport Begin, Azoulay said that 
this support was based not on issues 
of foreign policy, but on resentment 
against the social and economic 
policies of the Alignment govern- 
ments, Even so, he added, there was 
a change among the younger 
generation, which had much niore 
dovish attitudes than their parents. 
Henri Grossman, of the Federa- 
tion of French Jews — a new 
organization formed ufter the ter- 
ΤΟΝ aluick in Paris's Rue Cupernic 
and dedicated to organizing Jew- 
ish neighbourheads τὸ combit 
manifestations of anti-Semitism — 
stands by unconditional support of 
Israel, for “without Israel, the 
Dinspora will nol survive." Gross- 
man's unconditional suppert for 
Israel, however, strikes a somewhul 
different note from that of others 
who in practice fake the same posi- 
tion, Israel, he says, is not only a 
government and its current policies;

Israel's policies are not 4 cuuse of 
the resurgence of anti-Semitism, 
Grossman thinks, but only an ex- 
cuse for it. Anti-Semitism has risen 


again because the young generation 
wants 1o distance itself from the 
Holocaust; because that generation 
feels guilt towards the Arabs for 
France's Algerian war; because 
Israel arouses envy asa country that 
has become ἃ power by its own ef- 
foris; and becnuse economic dif- 
ficulties tend to foster xenophobia.

When, after the terrorist attacks 
in Brussels and Paris and the mas- 
sacre in Sabra and Shatilla, 
Hagenberg organized ἃ rally in 


protest against all forms of terror, 
and rose to criticize the Israeli 
governinent, he was prevented from 
speaking and assaulted physically. 
If this could happen to a leader of 
an organization which, from 1976 to 
1979, succeeded in attracting tens of 
thousunds to rallies in supporl of 
Israel, and which organized the 
first-ever Jewish protest’ vote in 
Paris when PLO leader Abu Daoud, 
who ,had been arrested in France, 
was feleased, one can guess the 
mood,-prevalling among (he rank 
and file of French Jewry. 
Hagenberg explains the uncritical 
suppor by many Jews by their fecl- 
ing ol,, guilt hecanse, they remain 
comfortably in d+.dice and do not 
even help Israel fiincially as much 
uy they could | Nevertheless, he 
believes, the support will erode if 


Israel does not initiate a dialogue 
with the Diaspora. 


THE HEAD of the Cercle Bernard 
Lazare, Henri Bulawko, says that 
while Jews in the Diaspora are 
afraid for Israe}, Israel is creating an 
almosphere as if the Jews in the 
Diaspora are exposed to pogroms. 
There is no upsurge of anti- 
Semitism among the French people, 
and no political party has so far at- 
tempted to exploit such sentiments 
— apparently because they do not 
exist. 

The media, however, play a dif- 
ferent role. Their biased reporting 
and falsifications have side-tracked 
legitimate criticism of Israel's 
policies and have made it difficult 
for Jews to voice any crilicism. 

What role does the Jewish left 
play in France, especially vis-a-vis 
the Socialist Party? Do the socialists 
not see that the anti-Semitism com- 
ing from the lefi, particularly in the 
mass media, must undermine the 
position of the opposition in Israel? 

Bulawko says that there is dis- 
ercet action Lo warn the leaders of 
the Socialists against the danger of 
lefi-wing anti-Semitism, and there 
are appeals for solidarily which 
often bear fruit. Thus, President 
Mitterrand refused to réceive Yus- 
ser Arafat, and Foreign Minister 
Cheysson, having tried in vnin to 
get Arafat to declare his recognition 
of Israel and to abjure terrorism, did 
not invite him to Paris.

IF ALL THESE interviewees are 
representative of what Jews in 
Belgium and France think, there 
cnn be no doubt that there is an un 
dercurrent of criticism even among 
many of those who stand for un 
reserved support for Israel. In the 
face of unbridled anti-Semitic at- 
tacks, however, criticism is stilted, 
and the Jews are forced to withdraw 
into a defensive shell. 

As in its struggle for physical sur- 
vival, so in its struggle for moral sur- 
vival, Israel is thus thrown back on 
its own resources.

A matter of principles 


The Post's DAVID KRIVINE looks at the terms offered by the El Al 
management to settle the crisis besetting the national airline. 


Management consented to the 
Histadrut's request that staff be 
reduced not by dismissals but by 
voluntary retirements. Fiftcen 
hundred persons left, some of them 
good-quality operatives who could 
not easily be spared, Still, that was 
un important economy. 

But there was more to come. The 
two sides had agreed to spread the 
work for the remainder by sending 
staff on rotation for three-month 
spells of leave without pay. They 
didn't go. The rotation was reduced 
lo one-month spells. They still 
didn’t go; and wages continued to 
be paid in full. 

It was agreed that there should be 
no wildcat strikes. There have been 
severil, for footling reasons --- the 
most recent a demand by the 
stewards for an extra 1.5 per cent as 
commission on their sales to cabin 
passengers, over and above the $20 
for each $1,000 of turnover they 
already get. (They claim it covers 
Jusses.) 

This brought the company to the 
conclusion that agreements are not 
worth the paper they are written on 
unless ull obligations are given the 
force of a legal contract, backed by 
penalties, Management drew up 8 
list of six basic principles, They in- 
vited staff representatives to sit 
down with them and negotiate a 
contract embodying these princi- 

les. 

All planes had been grounded, at 
the management's initiative. They 
are to stay grounded until that con- 


truct iy signed and sealed. The. 


workers replied that they would not 
slurt discussing anything until flights 
were restored, Deadlock ensued. 
This time management would not 
yield; nor —- und perhaps this is the 
point --- were they forced to yield 
by the government, us happened 
last time around, when Shavit had 
no option but to resign.

Principle No. 3: No wildcat 
strikes, In theory they can't take 
place now either, The collective 
agreement binds both parties. If © 
either of them should inftinge any 
of its provisions or if there is a dif- 
ference over {nterpretation, the 
agreement provides an arbitration 
procedure for settling the’ disputes. 

It sounds nice on paper — yet the 
great majority of the 70 work stop- 
pages that have taken place jn El Al - 
during the last decade ‘were in 
breach of signed labour 
agreements: and nothing could be 
done about it. ; 

Under the management's new 
proposal, any person infringing a 
collective agreement or striking 
without Histadrut authority would 
be guilty of a breach of his work 
contract, and penalized according- 
ly. The plea that he was only obey- 
ing instrugtlonsifrom his workers’ 
commitice would be of no avail. 

Principle No. 4: A single workers’ 
committee instead of cight, That 
too, had been agreed before, but the 
chunge was never applied, Principle 
No. 5 concerns the procedure for 
dealing with infractions of dis- 
cipline, Ι 

Up to now there exists ἃ dis- 
ciplinary commilice representing 
both sides, management and labour. 
If the two do nol agree, an outside 
adjudicator is supposed to be 
chosen from an agreed list of per- 
sonalities, Again, that sounds ail 
right on paper. 

In practice, the workers have 
been able to slymie the whole 
process — by ΠΟΙ turning up at 
meetings of the committee, by not 
agreeing to dates for meetings, by 
filibustering. a: 

Principle No.5 involves setting up 
a sanding disciplinary Committee 
representing both sides but hended 
by an impartial ra κὴ; who 
should be a retired judge. If the 
worker representatives failed 10 
lurn up at a meeting without valid 
reason, the committee would be 
free lo proceed without them. © 

Should a worker be caught in a 
severe breach of discipline, he 
would be suspended from his job on 
half pay, pending the committee's 
hearirigs. The committee would 
have (he power to:impose a variety 
of penalties, including outright dis- 
missal, 2 ᾿ 

The existing disciplinary com mit- 
tee can itself recommend dismissal. 
But its recommendation must be

That was in fact a breach of 
the law. Breaches of discipline there 
were in plenty, but no dismissals. 


THE ABOVE five principles bring a 
revolutionary change in the ad- 
ministration of El Al. The sixth one 
is all-important; everything hinges 
on its acceptance. 

It states that management shall 
determine the company's man- 
power needs “in accordance with 
the company’s organizational struc- 
wre, economic situation and 
operational schedules, [f it should 
be found that in the light of these 
considerations there are certain 
staff members who cannot be slot- 
ted into any existing function in the 
compuny, the employment of those 
staff members shall be terminated." 

Until now, if there were redun- 
dancies management was required 
to notify the Histadrut. Has the 
Histadrut.power to block the dis- 
missals? Experience shows that if a 
collective agrecment does nol ex- 
plicitly deny veto power to worker 
representatives, that power exists de 
facto. To cite a recent example, 
when flight mechanics became 
redundant owing to lechnical 
changes in the aircraft, strike action 
was taken fo prevent their dismissal, 
and they were not dismissed. 

Management demands the right 
to employ no more workers than it 
has jobs for. Is this a grave infrac- 
tion of Histadrut principles, as the 
pilots' spokesmen allege? 

The genera! run of collective 
Agreements, as signed by employers 
and labour in Israel, do not support 
that view. Management is entitled, 
theoretically at least, to determine 
redundancies, provided it does not 
do so in an irresponsible manner. 

Staff representatives in El Al 
could justifinbly request the creu- 
tion of an impartial control 
procedure, to check thal any 
declared redundancies are really 
necessary. This would be a 
reasonable subject for negotiation. 
But in a deficit-ridden airline which 
has already cosl the Israeli taxpayer 
a fortune, the rules of democracy do 
‘nol require the institutionalization 
of feather-bedding, as the pilots 
seem lo expect. 

* If there ure redundancies, who 
should be dismissed? Existing col- 
lective agreements require three 


’ factors to be taken into considera- 


tion: the needs of the firm; the 
seniority of the employee, and the 
employee's social situation — that 
is, how dependent he and his family 
are on his continued emp!oyment. 

Management have a natural in- 
terest in shedding, If they have a 
choice, the least efficient and least 
useful employees. They have made 
it, known to the workers’ committee, 
however, that there is room for 
-debate over this matter too. El Al 
would be prepared to discuss the 
selection of names for dismissal 
with the Histadrut. The workers" 


- representatives could suggest alter- 


native names. Any disagreement 
could be referred to arbitration.

Negotiations are necessary, if 
only for the following reason, Some 
worker representatives hold the 
view that the uim of the aulhorilies 
is to liquidate El Al. and they 
choose to do it by drawing-up a set 
of impossible conditions which they 
know the Histadrut cannot accept. 
In that way the Histadrut cun be 
blamed for the airline's dissulution. 


WHY SHOULD the government 
want to dissolve El Al? Because the 
ban on Sabbath flights makes it un- 
economic; because the anti-sociatist 
Likud favours privatizing state- 
owned undertakings; because — 
even this has been said — the ad- 
ministration would like the national 
air carrier to be safely in the private 
ownership of a faithful Likudnik by 
the time Labour comes back to 
power. 

Whether there ure ready buyers, 
Likudnik or others, is a different 
question. If the authorities offer it 
for a song, saddled with debts, 
plenty of penniless optimists will 
volunteer to take it over, More sen- 
sibly, the Treasury should settle the 
company's debts, und fix its selling 
price at trie asset value. 

Debts left in Finance Minister 
Aridor's hands would total, ac- 
cording to the company’s latest an- 
nual report, over half a billion dol- 
Jars. This figure must have swollen 
further since the shutdown six 
weeks ago (with salaries paid in full 
and no earnings coming in). 

Asset value is piven as $350m., 
which falls: short of liabilities — 
again, before the shutdown began 
— by no less than $160m,. Transport 
Minister Corfu states that the reul 
shortfall is only $40m., arguing that 
issets are listed as historic values 
und should fetch more in the open 
market. 

Considering that in the present 
world depression [0 per cent of all 
planes owned by commercial air- 
lines are on offer — with few takers 
— Corfu's optimism seems miis- 
pliced, 

Selling El Al would πόϊ, under 
present conditions, be a profitable 
exercise. On the other hand, a well- 
run airline could in the long ter mbe 
something worth having. The 
government therefore has several 
better alternatives, 

It can close ΕἸ Al down and open 
a new company, making a fresh 
start. Or it can retain ownership and 
pay an outside firm to do the 
managing. Or, again, it can abolish 
ΕἸ Al altogether and transfer its in- 
tercontinental routes to Arkia and 
Maof. 

Meanwhile management have 
calléd on the workers’ commiltees 
to negotiate. The workers should 
uccept the choilenge. In that way 
they can test the true intentions of 
the authorities. Is it or is it not possi- 
ble to re-cast Israel's national air- 
line as un efficient organization (run 
on text-book munagerial principles)

this question that the whole crisis

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EMOTIONS were running high in 
isract's 18 Druse villages last week.

Lebanon's Druse and Muronite 
communities.

Defence Forces took up posilions in- 


and around the Shouf Mountains, as 
well as in the city of Aley, and gave 
the Maronite-dominated Lebanese 
Forces (Phalange) the right τσ rout 
terrorists out of the predominantly 
Druse area, the media have reported 
almost daily intercommunal  kili- 
ings, kidnappings and shellings. 

The headlines have angered 
members of I[sracl’s most loyal 
minority, whose young men are 
drafted into [he army like Jews, and 
whose career soldiers and reservisis 
Participated in aimost every phase 
of Operalion Peace for Galilee. If 
Israel's alliance with the Phalange 
leads to a Lebanese Druse bload-

REPRESENTING the old guard, 
which favours quiet diplomacy. and 
which includes Sheikh Amin Tarif. 
is Amal Naser e-Din. A Likud MK 
for the past five years, Nasser e-Din

He 
helicoplered together with Tarif 
and several high-ranking Druse of- 
ficers to Hasbaya on the eastern 
front for a historic meeting at the 
Khalwat a-Bayyada religious study 
centre. 

Nasser e-Din takes credit for 
guiding the Begin government's 
Lebanese Druse policy which, he 
points out, could have been much 
less lenient given the fact that the 
Jumblatt faction supported the 
PLO. Like Nissim Dana, he per- 
sonally helped medinte several 
limes between Druse and Maronite 
leaders. He also helped convince 
Begin to rescind the order to disarm 
the Druse community. 

Nasser e-Din has also actively 
tried lo woo as many Druse as possi- 
ble out of the Jumblatt camp ‘and 
into a coalition with the Arslans: the 
father, Magid, now paralysed but 
still a well-respected member of 
parliament, and the son Faisal, who 
was slated to be Bashir Jemayel’s 
minister of defence. The MK 
believes that as many as 70 per cent 
of the Lebanese Druse now back 


. the pro-Israeli Arslans.

Supporting the Arslans, who repre- 
sent perhaps 10 per cent of the pop- 
ulation and who have turned against 
us since Amin Jemayel was elected, 
is as shortsighted as supporting the 
Phaiange, he says. The mainstream 
of the Druse are Jumblattists who, 
with their leader Walid virtually out 
of the picture, could be convinced 
to ally themselves with Israel, at 
least behind the scenes. 


QUICK TO recognize and stay 
clear of the power struggles which 
regularly plague (heir communily, 
none of the Druse families visited in 
Galilee last weck seemed to have 
aligned themselves with either 
politician. All were pleased, 
however, that the Druse community

EMOTIONS were running high in 
Istael’s 18 Druse villages last week. 
fuelled by the recent Mare-up of the 
122-year-old os enmity belween 
Lebanon's Druse ind Maronite 
communities. Since the Isruel 
Defence Forces took up positions in- 
und around the Shouf Mountains, as 
well as in the cily of Aley, and gave 
the Maroni(c-dominated Lebanese 
Forces (Phalange) the right to rout 
terrorists oul of the predominantly 
Druse ureu. the media lve reported 
almost daily intercommunal kill- 
ings, kidnappings and shellings. 

The headlines have angered 
members of Israel's most loyal 
minority, whose young men are 
drafted into the army like Jews, and 
whose career soldiers and reservists 
participated in almos( every phase 
of Operation Peace for Gulilce. If 
Israel's alliunce with the Phalange 
leads to a Lebanese Druse biood- 
bath, say Isracli Druse of all ages 
and political persuasions, they will 
hold the Begin government respon- 
sible. 

Same add that, if necessary, they 
will shed their IDF uniforms and 
travel nerth to personally defend 
their ¢o-religionists from the Chris- 
tian militiamen, Others, reportedly 
as miiny as 1D per cent of two ali- 
Oruse army battalions, huve refused 
to be cailed info the reserves. 

And 10 diys ago, some 500 Israeli 
Druse protested government policy 
hy demonstrating outside the 
Prime Minister's Office. 

Israeli Druse concern for their 
Lebanese relatives is genuine, and 
their demands that the Israeli 
government protect the Lebanese 
{ruse rellects the fact that, at long 
last, the minority community feels 

‘itself a part of the mainstream of 
Israeli society. Just seven years ago- 
the “cream” of the sabra generation 
of Israeli Druse — academics, army 
careermen, officers in the police 
and Border Police born around the 
time of the founding of the stale — 
were demonstrating on their own 
behalf. Taking community affairs 
into their own hands, they insisted 
an what their fathers hud been 
too timid to secure — equal rights 
for equi! obligations. 

Pradoxicully, it was the Likud 
which implemented the recommen- 
dations drawn up by the Labour 
governmem io remedy the im- 
balance, Isrnel's Druse now live in 
‘villages linked to the national 
clectricity grid, with properly paved 
‘roads and adequute educational 
facilities. All ranks of the civil service 
have been opened to them and the.

unit of the army, bul in virtually 

* every. furee, oflen attaining ranks 
_ and positions of influence they only © 
dreamed of.in (975. All of this has 
* brought a real sense of self-respect 
.and belonging to the community. 
No one has a qualm. about 
“demanding that the government” 
. help the Druse in Lebanon — after ¢ 
Bll, they say, the Isracli Jews insist 
. ‘That the country do whatever is pos- ’ 
sible to help Jews in the Diaspora: 


UNFORTUNATELY, ithe -Druse- 
Maronile conflict is as complex and 
amuhti-fuceted as every other aspect 
of Labunon's- internal -politics, It .

Nasser e-Din takes credit for 
guiding the Begin government's 
Lebanese Druse policy which, he 

joints oul, could have been much 
jess lenient given the fact that the 
Jumblait faction supported the 
PLO. Like Nissim Dana, he per- 
sonally helped mediate several 
times between Druse and Maronite 
leaders. He ulso helped convince

Nasser e-Din has also actively 
tried to woo as many Druse as possi- 
ble out of the Jumblatt canip and 
into a coalition with the Arslans: the 
father, Magid, now paralysed but 
still a well-respected member of 
parliament, and the son Faisal, who 
was slated to be Bashir Jemayel's 
minister of defence. The MK

The restaurant offers a set dinner 
for $25, a sum which I considered 
fairly astronomical, until I 
translated it into shekels and noted 
thal il is close to the average bili in 
your run-of-the-mill, fancy- 
shmancy, exorbitant restaurant. 

1 began.my meal with a selection 
from the tray of charcuterie, Both 
in the interest of science and 
because Iam naturally gluttonous, I 
tried a little of everything: the ter- 
tine of veal, the galantine of duck 
and the pate of veal and duck, If 
and when [ dine again al the 
Carvery, I shall stick to the galan- 

tine of duck, which I found out- 
standing.

Others at the table chose the 
smoked salmon and the smoked trout.

BUT THE REAL show of the even- 
ing was the pressed duck, served to 
two of the diners. For this dish, the 
waiter, standing nexl to the table, 
carves up the meatier parts of the 
duck and then proceeds to insert 
the carcass into something resembl- 
ing a medieval instrument of torture 
to exiract the juice. 

There is, in fact, a slight con- 
tradiction in terms here, because 
the main part of the “juice” usually 
pressed out is blood. Since the 
Carvery is kosher, the blood has 
already been removed from the 
duck during the kashering process, 
Still, the waiter was able to squeeze 
out a bit of liquid and that, together 
with a splash of wine, made a rather 
good sauce to go with the duck. In 
short, the duck was good and so was 
the show, 

The fourth member of our party 
ordered the fish, which that night 
was trout amandine, and found it 
quite to his satisfaction. 

For dessert I tried a piece of nut 
cake which 1 found enjoyable, the 
parve cream having been sufficient- 
ly soused with alcohol to make it 
palatable. But the hit of the last 
courses was a banana cake over 
which flaming brandy had been 
poured.

THIS WEEK the contest [or the ti- 
Ite Hate of the Week was 80 fierce 
that it is not easy 10 decide to whom 
[ should award Lhe appropriate 
wreath of withered Inurels. We cer- 
tainly suffered from an inelegant 
surfeit of adrenalin catalysts. 

The first to get on my list was the 
1982 Miss Universe Compelition. 
Generally I enjoy the pulchritude of 
women — even in two-dimensional 
form compressed onto a television 
screen — aS much as any other 
dedicated voyeur. But the good 
looks of the contestants in this show 
were completely counteracted by 
the ghastliness of the film. 

This was such a quintessence of 
vulgarily, stupidity, banality, 
sirdency, sentimentality, crudity 
and sniggering pornography that it 
must surely be a strong candidate 
for the booby prize as the Worst TV 
Film of 1982. Hence, it is also a 
competitor for my main detestation 
of the week.

LAST YEAR Yehoram Gaon would 
oecasionally host a Saturday morn- 
ing children’s show ut Beit Lussin. 
Resides teaching the audience to 
Sig sume nice songs, he would ex- 
plain Shabbat traditions, drawing on 
his memories of growing up in 
Jerusalem's Beit Hakerem 
neighbourhood, the son of Sephardi 
educator/writer/journulist. Moshe 
David Gaon. He had a special way 
of telling a story which, combined 
wilh the richness of his Hebrew and 
his knowledge of Jewish sources, 
held both children and adults 
spellbound. 

| remember thinking then thal the 
43-year-old actor/singer had an un- 
usually warm and pleasant stage 
personality, It wasn't until recently, 
after spending a few hours with 
Gaon in his new Ramat Husharon 
home, that U realized thal there was 
virtually no difference between the 
man ‘on stage and off. = | 

Gaon, trim since he starred’ in 
Yaki Yoshu’s new movie Dead End 
Street, says he always wanted to be 
the centre .f attraction, to have 
people applaud him. As he grew up 
in a traditional Jewish household, 
the opportunity was offered time 
and again. “I wonder how many 
other religions give kids the pos- 
sibility to act so regularly?” he asks, 
recalling that his first good 
character parts were playing per- 
Sonalilices such as Haman and 
Yehuda Maccabi. 

There was apparently no time to 
develop a special “stage” manner 
because Gaon never planned his 
career. |i jist happened one da 
before he graduated high school, 
On a whim, drawn by the aura of 
such charismatic figures as Haim 
Topol, Uri Zohar and Yossi Banai, 
he tried out for the Nahal entertain- 
ment troupe. And when they ac-

cepted him, he joined — to the sur- 
prise of the army which had spent 
four years training him to speak 
Arabic and understand Arabic 
culture in preparation for a stint 
with the intelligence services. 


HIS TRANSITION from singer to 
actor happened just as spontaneous 
ly. While with the Nahal troupe, he 
discovered that entertaining meant 
more than just singing and being 
funny. Like Yossi Banai, he began 
to incorporate the “interpretations” 
of director Naomi Polani into his 
shows. After the army, to continue 
working with Polani, he and six 
others formed the Turnigolim and 
performed whenever they had free 
time. Gaon wus then studying 
English literature and Oriental 
studies, his friend Zvika Gertel was 
working as a carpenter, and 
Amiram Spector was employed by 
EL Al. 

Gila Almagor saw the- show, in- 
troduced Gaon to director Gershon 
Plotkin, und suddenly Gaon's 
dream to one day ‘stand next to” 
such actors as Yossi Yadin and Han- 
na Meron, came true. 

While with the Cameri, he met 
Benny Amdurski and Arik Einstein. 
They would get together at Omar 


Khayyam in Jaffa. The threesome. 


wanted to record four songs. To 
make their selection, they collected 
20,.and were so pleased with what 
they'd found that one day Gaon quit 
the Cameri to form Gesher 
Hayarkon. 


He'd also always dreamed of do- 
ing musicals, but never had time to 
plan his move to Habimah, where 
Giora Godik was producing such 
hits as Oklahoma and Irma la Douce. 
Then, just back from studying with 
Uta Hagen in New York, he was of- 
fered the lead in Kasablan which 
became Israel's most successful and 
long-running musical, 

“It's not as if I'd put together a 
timetable,” says Gaon, “Things just 
kept happening. The surprises in 
this profession are constant. It must 
be fate, Whatever it is, I can't stop 
it, Things just keep happening.” 

Tiie progression includes not only 


“gold fecords and Kinor David 


awards for drama, musicals, films 
and singing, but also a wife, “I 
always wanted a family," says 
Gaon. “Then one day when | was 
37, [ was at ἃ party and I saw Orna 
standing ucross the room. I told a 
friend, that's the girl I'm going to 
marry, It all happened in the course 
of about two weeks, just like 
something out of a Friday afternoon 
(Egyptian) movie.” 


THE ONLY drawback success has 
brought is that Gaon can no longer 
remember a time when he could 
freely walk the streets of the 
country, He can't even go to a 
movie unless he enters and leaves 
while the lights are dimmed. 

“T like being the centre of attrac- 
tion only when I'm performing," 
explains Gaon. “In my non-working 
hours, | want quiet. So | don't go 


out much, which is hard on my 
wile.”* 

Not thut Gaon seems lv huve 
much free time. He's just completed 
filming Dead End Street and an 
eight-month run of Children of a 
Lesser God. Though he loves the 
Stage, the latter was the first play 
he's had the chance to do since star- 
ring a few years ago with Gila 
Almagor in Same Time Next Year. 
He is scheduled to begin shooting a 
new sitcom scripted by the former 
Nikui Rosh team for Israel Televi- 
sion and called The Family. The 
series follows the lives of residents 
of a three-storey apartment 
building, played by Tiki Dayan, [an 
Dor, Liora Rivlin and Hanna 
Meron, He is also scheduled to do a 
TY movie on Yesud Hama‘ala 
which will commemorate 100 years 
of rural settlement in this country. 
ἴη the meantime, he's collecting 
songs for a new CBS record, In ad- 
dition to all of this, he quietly con- 
tinues his philanthropic activilies. 

What next? Gaon admits that 
within Israel and the world “Jewish 
circuit” he can’t aim’ too much 
higher. “Instead, I try to do 
everything betler than ever before, 
to learn from my experience, to 
concentrate on making every word 
in a script or song meaningful.” As 
usual, he has no plans for moving on 
lo bigger and better things, but... 

“Suddenly, a few weeks ago, 1 
was approached by Costa Gavros 
who plans to direct his next movie 
in Israel, | was one of many he 
spoke with, and I’m not sure I'd 
take the part if offered. But it 
reminded me that any day another 
job or part could come along which 
could completely change the direc- 
tion of my career once again.” 


ALSO recently approached by 


Gavros were Shlomo Mogrubi and 
Zvi Spielberg of Israfilm., Inthe past 
few years, the 17-year-old company 
has provided technical and back-up 
services for three big American 
productions: Lorimar Studios. 
NBC-TV's Mary and Joseph 
Christmas special, Golda, and 
NBC-TV's Remembrance of Love. 
Like United Studios, where 
Spielberg began his cureer in film, 
and smaller companies such as Roll, 
Israfilm can save a foreign produc. 
tion leam considerable time and ef- 
fort by recruiting for them a crew 
and actors. For Remembrance 
Love, which starred Kirk Douglas, 
Israfilm supplied 95 per cent of the 
technicians and cast almost all of 
the secondary roles and two of the 
leads locally, 

“In all three productions, we 
proved that we were able to bring 
the movies in on schedule and un- 
der budget,” says Spielberg proud- 
ly. “We take cure of all accounting 
services, decide on the size of the 
crew and do much of the casting. 
Our speciality is suggesting ap- 
propriate locations.” 

Spielberg is now in the US, 
meeting with some of the studios 
and production companies in- 
terested in filming locally. 


“Americans are still not aware - 


enough of Israel's potential,” he 
says, “and are still put off by stories 
they heard about problematic 
productions such as Masada and 
Cast a Giant Shadow. The political 
situation is also difficult, though we 
can provide war insurance and see 
to it that the production goes 
smoothly even if important techni- 
cians are called into the reserves. 
But clearly more disturbances or 
terrorist activity will make 
foreigners think twice about 
locating here." Π

“WE IRISH, when we think, and 
we often do this, are just as serious 
and sober as the Englishman; but 
we never hesitate to give a serious 
thought the benefit and halo of a 

. That is why we are so often 
thought to be irresponsible, whereas 
in point of fact, we are critical 
realists, while Englishmen often 
mistake sentimental mutterings for 
everlasting truths.” 

Thus Sean O'Casey, in an essay 
on George Bernard Shaw. In the 
great galaxy of Irish writers in 
English literature, of which Swift 
and Joyce were the brightest 
fuminaries, many were playwrights. 
Among them were Congreve, Gold- 
smith, Sheridan, Shaw, Yeals, 
Synge, O’Casey, Beckett, Brendan 
Behan, Frank O'Connor — almost 
all of them living abroad, most of 
them Protestants and thus outsiders 
in a nation of outsiders. Three of 
them were Nobel Prize winners. 

All were endowed with a sense of 


good theatre, 


Some of them took an active part 
in the Irish cultural revival, which 
found strong expression in Dublin's 


Abbey Theatre, It was there that 
Sean O'Casey, a self-taught 
proletarian, mounted his first and 
most fumous plays, which closely 
accompanied the bloady events of 
his time — the Easter Rising, the 
civil war, the establishment of the 
Free State. 

His personal involvement in the 
Irish national movement did not 
restrain him, in his plays, from a 
highly critical scrutiny of his peo- 
ple’s character and manners. He 
showed clearly how much real life 
diverges from the heroic ideals and 
the lofly speeches, how sordid and 
depressing actuality can be, 

Also, strangely and significantly, 
here is a revolutionary who shows 
how unfit the common people really 
are for revolutions, just as did Toller 
and Brecht in Germany al the same 
period (the early 1920s). This 
demonstration of what becomes of 
lofty ideas and purposes in the 
hands of petty human beings is still 
topical today, and in our own 
society. 


O’CASEY'S Juno and the Paycock is 
a well-built play, dramatic, sad, fun- 
ny and thoughtful; the language is 
realistic, colloquial, with under- 
tones of pathos, and has been con 
petently rendered in Hebrew by 
Yoav Lorch, which cannot have 
-been easy. But | agree with theatre 
historian Raymond Williams that 
O'Casey is overrated; the impact of 
the play in ils time and place has 
waned, and an attempt to univer- 
salize it deprives it of its main 
strengths —- the local colour, the 
Irish temperament, the ex- 
plosiveness of 1920 Dublin. What is 


pa

left is a double plot: on the one 
hand, mothers who see their sons 
being killed off in a — for them — 
senseless fight, about which nothing 
significant is mentioned in the 
home; and on the other, the rela- 
tions between the reliable, loyal and 
thrifty mother and housewife (Juno) 
and her ne'er-do-well but eminently 
lovable husband (the Paycock). 

A successful production of a play 
with two such hackneyed themes 
would have to be either highly 
theatrical and spectacular, or low 
key and thoughtful. 


THE BEERSHEBA Municipal 
Theatre production is neither. It is a 
solid, realistic middle-of-the-road 
performance, apt to Induce the 
spectator to say to himself: "Weil, 
such is life, That's it. Not a very 
profound reaction. 

The play is very conventionally 
staged by Yoram Falk; no great ex- 
pectations, no great surprises. 

After the first few minutes, one 
seems (0 know exactly what is going 
to happen. The legacy which makes 
the poor family moderately rich

turns out to be a flop; the aban- 
doned pregnant daughter is drop- 
ped by her progressive-minded 
suitor when he discovers her condi- 
tion; the invalid son, egoistic and 
neurotic, turns out to be a traitor to 
the cause (which itself is never 
treated in the play, probably 
because it was so familinr to the 
original audience); the drinking, 
bragging, shifiless husband — they 
are all there, humanly interesting 
but not very exciting. 


ZAHARIRA CHARIFAI gives us 
yet another incarnation of the Great 
Mother, neither worse nor better 
than previous ones. There are one 
or two moving moments, and her 
stage presence is always powerful 
and vivid, but she does not come 
across as the pivot around which the 
play revolves, 

What makes this production 
worthwhile and gives real pleasure 
is the funny pair act. It is the old and 
always enjoyable ploy of having two 
men of different temperament serv- 
ing as foils for each other. One is the 
Paycock, “Captain” Boyle — s0 


culled because he once travelled on 
the boat to Liverpool and never 
lires of recounting sea sluries — u 
heavy drinker who doesn't become 
aggressive when sloned, a man of 
big words and little action, work- 
shy, malingering, a henpecked hus- 
band, a spendthrift; but a marvel- 
lous raconteur and singer of sen- 
timental songs. In short, a “type.” 
The other is his friend und drinking 
partner Joxer, with his clichés, his 
uncertain loyally, his lithe rhymes 
for every occasion, his sly en- 
couragement of the cuptain, his 
sponging and petty thieving. 

Mark Chasman plays the 
Paycock with greal gusto, but Hugo 
Yarden as Joxer gives one of the 
best performances of his career. 
Whenever these two are on the 
stage you can lean back and enjoy 
yourself. The rest of the cast are 
rather stereotyped, some because 
such is their part, some because of 
stiff and unimaginative acting and 
directing. 

Much has been made of the 
pathetic deaths of the sons, and one 
of Juno's phrases is often quoted: 
“It's nearly time we had a little less 
respect for the dead, an’ a little 
more regard for the livin’." This is a 
great and good sentiment, but 1 can- 
not see that the play, in this produc- 
tion, lends it real dramatic meaning. 
The same applies to the moving 
dirge of the bereaved mother 
(played by Rina Ron), but again, il 
remains an episode. 

Wf the Beersheba production is 
enjoyable, it is mainly because of 
the low comedy. All in all, 1 would 
mark it middling to good, better than 
most of what we have now. O

BATIA LICHANSKY, the oc- 
togenarian Israeli sculptress, has 
rarely been in innovative artist but 
ane whe has practiced her craft 
with devotion, determination and, 
as her current retrospective in- 
dicates, consistency of purpose. 
Throughout u career that spans 60 
yeurs, Lichansky’s work hus 
represented a particular figumtive 
style modelled in a traditional ex- 
pressionist manner after Rodin, 
Rosso and Burlach; and which con- 
tinuully returns to subjects portray- 
ing emotional experiences and the 
extreme human condition: her 
sculptures carry titles describing 
urchetypel Jewish themes like 
“Struggle,” “Pain,” “Admiration," 
“Desire for Freedom," “Fugitives.”

Just when things were beginning to calm down, four 
cabin attendants were suspended from thelr jobs for 
refusing to- sell duty-free and other items on board.

IT 1S GIVEN TO few men to win 
hearts and minds in a country other 
than their own after they huve 
retired. Such 8 man is Dr. Willem 
Sandberg, who at 85, is currently 
being honoured (or perhaps it is we 
who are being honoured) with a 
show of his typography and graphic 
son at the Israel Museum. 

Sandberg is, of course, more than 
an inspired designer. He is one of 
the great curators of modern art, a 
man who singlehandedly helped 
change the face of public accep- 
tance of modern art in his own and 
other countries; and who has in- 
spired several generations of 
museum directors. For 4 quarter of 
acentury he was the Director of 
the Stedelijk, which he turned into 
Amsterdam's Museum of Modern 
Art, making it a home — a typically 
Dutch gezelligheid one for both ar- 
tists and public. 

One of his first publications was 
entiled Open Eye and its symbol 
is on show here. But it really means 
“open mind.” 

¢ day Sandberg retired over 
100 artists each brought him a 
painting as a present; Sandberg 
gave all the works (o the Stedelijk.

Sandberg is a man οἵ firm ideas 
and immense -courage (proved dur- 
ing the German occupation of Hol- 
land when he was uctive in the 
Resistance) but the last thing you 
would say of him is that he is asser-, 
tive. Physically slight, even os a 
much younger man, with a mild 
pleasant face, a shock of white hair 
und a receding chin, he looks as 
though a puff of wind might carry 
him away. He is so diffident that he 
once left a design for whal is now 
the logo of the Israel Musuem lying 
carelessly on a chair in his Rehavia 
apurtment, hoping that Kollek, and 
the Museum's Administrative 
Director, Daniel Gelmond, who 
had come for a visit, might notice il, 
He was desperate when Kollek and 
Gelmond failed to do so. 

Luckily, the scrap of paper was 
eventually picked up by Public Af- 
fairs Officer Meir Meyer, who 
decided to use it as a letterhead. 
Amazingly, there was never any of 
ficial decision to use it as a logo. To- 
day, with its simple strong 


geometric elements symbolizing the 
various pavilions of the Museum 
and the Shrine of the Book, it seems 
an inseparable pari of (he Museum 
itself, 


SANDBERG never had to assert. 
himself with anyone else at the 
Museum; he has always engendered 
love and respect. He insisted on the 
highest standards. Further, his im- 
mense international prestige 
secured a series of important loan 
shows thal not only helped launch 
the Museum, but kept it going for 
years, He ruthlessly weeded out all 
the chaif from the old Bezalel col- 
lection. He opened his eyes and 
heart to Israeli artists; his name 
adorns Israel's most prestigious art 
prize. He pioneered the production 
and design of catalogues and 
posters at the israel Museum (all of 
which are on show here, together 
with the more than 300 catalogues 
he designed during his tenure at the 
Stedelijk). 

Most importantly, he established 
the basic working style of the 
‘Museum, which functions as a

SANDBERG WAS born in 
Amersfoort, smack in the middle of 
Holland, in 1897. His family were 
hereditary nobility, his ancestor 
having been ennobled by King Wil- 
liam after the restoration of 1815. 
He is a Jonkheer (the second 
highest grade of nobility) but it is a 
title he has never used; and he has 
never bothered to find out what his 
ancestor did to deserve it, . 

In 1919, afer completing high 
school, he served in the army and 
went on to study at the Art 
Academy of Vienna. 

In 1923 he founded a Dutch 
centre for the Mazdaznan move- 
ment (a philosophy of fife based on 
natural healing) to which he 
devoted himself completely until 
1926. The following yenrs he studicd 
psychology in Vienna, visited the 
Bauhaus in Dessau and received his 
first com mission as a typographer in 
Amsterdam, Later, in 1932, he 
joined VANK (the Dutch society for 
arts and crafts) and worked with 
¥VANK's committees for modern 
and applied art exhibitions al the 
Stedeljik Museum, Amsterdam. In 
1938 he became a curator and then 
Assistant-Director of ihe Stedelijk, 

Following the Nazi invasion he 
helped hide hundreds of. works of 
art from the Rijksmuseum and the 
National Print Collection in secret 
bunkers. In 1941, together with 
Mart Stam and the printer Frans 
Duwaer, he printed and distributed 
fake identity cards, The forgeries 
were so successful that the Germans 
were unable to teil the difference 
between real and fake cards — ‘the 
highest praise I have ever received 
for typographical work.) 

In 1943 Sandberg helped plan the 
rajd on the Population Registry Of- 
fice in Amsterdam. He then went 
into hiding as Henri Willem van den 
Bosch, a painter. On liberation day, 
he assumed his real identity again to 
become the director of the Stedelijk 
Museum, during which time he 
revolutionized the concept of the 
museum around the world. 

In 1946 the first issue of the 
magazine Oper Ong (Open cyc) 
an avant-garde journal for visual 
design, appeared (ediled by 
Sandberg, Stam, Rietveld, Kloos, 
Jaffe and Brusse}. It became the 
catalyst of the CoBrA group 
(Copenhagen, Brussels, Amster- 
dam) ᾿ : 

Sandberg explained his ideus for a. 
museum of modern art in Art Age 
jourd’hai (series 2, αὖ], Oct. 
1950). In 1954 he opened the new 
wing of the Stedelijk, devoted ‘en- 
tirely to avant-garde urt. 

The climax of Sandberg’s tenure 
was the 1962 “Dylaby™ exhibition at 
the Stedelijk. The “dynamic la- 


red and blue of the Israel Museum's 
logo is thus a direct descendant of 
the great Dutch movement of the 
Twenties, the most important art 
movement of its time... 

The wide selection from the more 
than 300 catalogues Sandberg 
designed for his shows at Amster- 
dam's Stedelijk Museum of Modern 
Art reflects both his changing 
typographical taste and his un- 
changed personal style. ς 

Sandberg let the artist's work 
speak: his typogruphy is usually neat 
and subdyed, so as not to compete 
with the art, Some of it; however. is 
tiny and when printed on colored:

An exhibition of Sandberg's 
typography, was mounted in the 
Hague Gemeentemuseum in 1965. 
In 1968 he received the Netherlands 
Awards for Visual Arts and 
Architecture. In 1969, the Galerie 
der Spiegel, Cologne, printed his 
Experimenta Typographica, 10. 
2 ‘meas sand in coarpere sano,’ 
with a short introduction telling of 
his underground experience, and 
the origin of the experimenta. 

For Thieme, Nijmegen, he de- 
signed a ‘pictorial story in book 
form: Experimenta Typagraphica 
1943-68, The same year he wrote a 
jong controversinl article. 1 City 
That iv Campact Tagether, for 
‘Ariel,” (no, 23, 1969), advocating 
modern architecture that was not 
adupted τὸ that of Jerusalem's Old 
City, but by its different character 
would enhance the architecture of 
previous centuries.

Sandberg was actively involved in 
planning the Pompidou Centre al 
the Beaubourg in Paris.

He donated his half of 
the prize to the Jerusalem 
Programme in Art mad Seience 
directed by computer expert 
Bonacic (who shortly afterwards 
disappeared),

But he is 
sceptical of art historians: “The 
tend to luak back.”

Museum came to their jobs know 
ing Nothing about art. It goes 
without saying that he hos a warm 
relationship with the current Diree- 
tor, Dr. Martin Weyl, a landsmann 
who is the first curator to become 
administrator of the entire museum 

Sandberg is firmly European, He 
is sceptical about the way American 
Museums are run. “They are all 
Private enterprise, run- by their 
trustees, the directors are virtually 
powerless, When I was offered the 
Guggenheim, to succeed James 
Johnson Sweeney, I turned it down. 
I've turned down other American 
offers since. I prefer the European 
tradition, where the director has 4 
truly free hand.” 

He is interested only in modem 
art and fond of writing down his 
thoughts about it in lower-case 
blank verse. A Sandberg text on a 
panel at the muscum show reads:

Sandberg thinks that curators can 
best learn their job from the artists: 
“they should let themselves be 
educated by them.” He: concedes 
that personal over-involvement can 
lead to misjudgement and worse. 
Bul on the whole, he feels he was 
enriched by his contacts with the 
great of this century {experiences 
beyond the reach of most of today's 
curalors).

LOUIS BRANDEIS and Felix 
Frankfurter were among the 

atest. American liberals and 
wrists of this century. During the 
hectic 1960s il was quite fashionable 
to praise them for their passion 
for social justice and pursuit” of 
responsive jurisprudence. It is 
perhaps natural that a cor- 
responding negative criticism would 
emerge in the U.S. conservative 
American of the 1980s, Unfor- 
tunately, the present conservative 
mood in the U.S. is too often of us- 
sociated with a revival of the posi- 


tive values of the Protestant ethic. ἡ 


Even worse, one can perceive an 
obscure conservative trend that 
bears threatening undertones of 
conspiracy and prejudice. It is in 
this context that we should under- 
sand The Brandeis/Frankfurter Con- 
nection and Its sensational publicity 
by leading American newspapers. 

With the publication of Murphy's 
book, a combination of quasi- 
scholarship, moral recklessness and 
commerical exploitation, these 
journals have presented an offen- 
sive distortion of Brandeis‘s and 
Frankfurter's extra-judicial ac- 
fivities, 

In Fepruary, for example, The 
New York Times featured a lengthy 
front-page story, u news analysis of 
sons, and ἃ related editorial. 

Brandeis served on the Supreme 
Court as an associate justice from 
1916 to 1939; Frankfurter, his close 
friend and protégé, served in the 
same capacity during 1939-62. 
Murphy's assumption is that a 
month after Brandeis’s promotion 
to the court, he paid Frankfurter, 
then a Harvard law professor, an 
annual retainer to promote the 
political schemes that, ns αὶ justice, 
he could not ethically pursue on his 
own. According to this assumption, 
Brandeis engaged in a continuous 
unethical practice from his first 
days on the bench to the end of his 
tenure.

According to Murphy. 
Frankfurter was a kind of employee 
of Brandeis. Bui the fact is that 
Brandeis looked upon Felix as “half 
brother, half son." The Brandeis 
who helped Frankfurter and oc- 
casionally guided him undoubtedly 
did not buy influence, 

Murphy fails to distinguish 
between an ideological parinership 
and a political conspiracy; and The 
New York Times, like him, confuses 
the two realms. Acheson, B.V. 
Cohen, Corcoran and others, Felix 
Frankfurter prominent among 
them, were under the spiritual in- 
fluence of Louis Dembiiz Brandeis. 
That great personality's moral and 
intellectual impact, not his pay- 
ments, is the appropriate context 
for examining Frankfurter’s ac- 
livities. 

The question that remains is; Was 
Justice Brandeis'’s extensive 
political involvement unethical? 

The answer lies in a field com- 
posed of compromises. Judges wre 
not allowed to have an interest in 
the outcome of litigation, but they 
commonly have their own opinions 
about the law. The prevailing 
judicial ethics in the U.S, permit 
judges to advocate changes in the 
jaw and its administration, but 
extra-judicial political activity is 
another matter. A real menace to 
honest jurisprudence arises, ii 
seems, When ‘a judge is committed 
— politically or somehow personal- 
ly — to a certain regime. Bul 
Brandeis was not, say, a president's 
crony, nor did he identify with any 
specific administration. His posi- 
tions os a justice stemmed from his 
intellectual perceptions and his 
idealistic convictions. 

It is quite disturbing that a book 
on Brandeis and Frankfurter should 
be so far removed from the values 
that these two prominent American 
Jews presented. Let us hope that 
rather than reflecting a grave new 
trend in the U.S., Murphy's book 
and the associated publicity are just 
an ephemeral deviation. ia

FIRST PUBLISHED 20 yeurs ago, 
Bernice Rubens’ second novel, 
Madame Sousatzka, has now been 
reprinted for the first time, and in 
hardcover. In the intervening 

riod, the author has published u 
new novel every two years or 50 — 
the pace quickening during the 
Seventies as her work began to be 
honoured (the Booker Prize for The 
Elected Member) and profitable ‘(I 
Sent a Letter to My Lave was recent- 
ly made into a movie). 

Rubens is a fine writer, and 
Madame Sousatzka a good enough 
fiction, but the reason for its reissue 
in hardcover has more-to do with 
marketing strategy than art. A film 
of Madame Sousatzka is to be 
released soon, and that inevitably 
means a paperback edition of the 
novel, So the publishers have 
rescued an all-but-forgotten novel, 
imagining that, if its reprinting 
doesn't = public interest now, 
perhaps the film version will do so 
later, . 

Whatever the renson, we can be 
happy for the rescue. Mudame 
Sousatzka (formerly Susskatz) is ἃ 
piano teacher, the developer of an 
emotional but non-technical system 
of instruction, “This system, in 
which the abdomen was the seat of 
plano technique, and the 
Anatomical route by which it 
reached the fingers, was known 5 
the Sousatzka Method."

MARKETING strategy and a col- 
lection of eccentrics also 
characterize the latest appearance 
of William Trevor's novel, Mrs. 
Eckdorf'in O'Neill's Hotel. The novel 
was first published in 1969, and 
cume out as a Penguin paperback a 
few years later. In its present incar- 
nation, it is a King Penguin -- ἢ 
relatively new series of paperback 
ficlion tastefully designed in a 
slightly larger format than regular 
Penguins, on the lists of which 
several tilles by Trevor can already 
be found. And the time is right for a 
reappearance of Mrs. Eckdorf in 
O'Neill's Hotel — there seems to be 
vogue just now for [ictions set in 
extraordinary hotels, α @ Ὁ. H. 
Thomas and John Irving. Not that 
Trevor needs the added push; an 
Irishman now living in England, he 
hus an established reputation based 
both on his novels, including The 
Old Boys, and on the collections of 
his stories, especially Angels at the 
Ritz, But every little bit helps. 

A case of the irresistible force 
(Mrs, Eckdorf) meeting the im- 
movable object (the hotel), Ars. 
Eckdorf in O'Neill's Hotel is a much 
blacker and more complex farce 
than Madume Sousatzka, Like 
Rubens’ 132 Vauxhall Mansions, , 
O'Neill's Hotel is o focus for ec- 
centrics. At their head is Mrs, Sin- 
nott, the denf-mute owner, for 
whose 92nd birthday the rest of the 
characters assemble in the once- 
proud hotel, now reduced to litle 
betler than a brothel. Her visitors 
include a wider assortment of 
loonies than could have been ac- 
commodated in Sousatzka’s house: 
Mrs, Sinnott's insensitive, dissolule 
son Eugene, his wife Philomena, 
and their son; Mrs. Sinnott's jong- 
suffering daughter and nearly insul- 
ferable son-in-law, the Gregans; 
Morrissey, a pimp, and Agnes Quin, 
his whore; O'Shea, the aging hotel 
porter who has undertaken 8 per- 
sonal crusade against women at- 
lending Mass with their heads un- 
covered; and the list goes on. Each 
has a story lo tell, each a secret to 
hide. And each is exposed to the 
merciless inspection of Mrs. 
Eckdorf, , 

Trevor's title character is 8 
- photographer who describes herself 
as “a brash, hard, sick kind of 
woman" — and the author's 
emphasis is on sick, Having heard 
some of the story of O'Neill's Hotel 
from a barman on board a ship, 
Mrs. Eckdorf determines to travel 
to Dublin and the hotel, convinced 
that “twenty-eight years, ago 8 
iragedy occurred, the results of 
which we see today.” ΟΣ 
_ Mrs. Eckdorf has a special in- 
terest in. human tragedy and mis- 
--ary; she has, val greeny 
‘photographer. by capturi ‘ 
pie} Pntograph human stories 
of quality,”: she tells @ stranger on 


the flight to Dublin; but frequently 
confronted by poverty and misery, 
Mrs, Eckdorf proves herself aguin 
and again devoid of any compas- 
sion. Her experiences in O'Neill's 
Hotel, however, though damaging 
to the others, leave their mark’ in- 
delibly on Mrs, Eckdorf. Forced to 
comprehend, and not merely record 
on film, the despair of the human 
condition, she slowly turns from an 
unfeeling inhumanity to an all- 
feeling insanity, In Trevor's fiction, 
this is a most satisfactory ending. 


PETER de Vries' 20th novel, Sauce 
for the Goose, according 10 the 
jacket notes, is “something rather 
different in the de Vries canon: his 
Jokes und puns ure as outrageous as 
ever, but this time he hews more 
closely to a plot.” That would be 
different; “plot™ in de Vries’ other 
novels refers to the excuses he in- 
vents to travel from one joke or 
anecdote to the next. And, indeed, 
Sauce for the Goose has a more con- 
ventional story-line; unfortunately, 
it has also a good less of de 
Vries' unconventional humour. 

Part of the problem is that de 
Vrles hos an ax to grind here: the 
novel concerns three women, 
friends from college, who are 
feminists, each after her own 
fashion, Not that de Vries is a reac- 
tionary male chauvinist (at least, he 
doesn't think that about himself), 
But it’s clear that the author has lit- 
tle love for the more extreme ele- 
ments in the female of the species, 
and the present tale is apparently 
designed to put the assertive ones in 
their places — asort of witty and ur 
bane male chauvinism, . 

The vaunted plot concerns the at- 
tempts of Daisy Dobbin, as un 
undercover reporter, to investigate 
charges of “occupational sexual 
harrassment.” She is given the task 
by her friend, Bobsy Biesel, editor 
of Femme magazine; and Daisy is 
smuggled into the offices of 
Metropole, unother magazine (de 
Vries is a long-time editor ut The 
New Yorker), by another friend, Ef- 
fie Sniffen, 10 do the expose. — 

The level of characterization is on 
a par with the credibility of the 
names, though this is nothing new in 
de Vries* fiction, and is no obstacle 
when his aim is only to amuse. But 
the author's bias in Sauce for the 
Goose.is revealed in any number of 
ways, other than the sometimes 
legitimate joking about on-the-job 
sex. Bobsy's feminism, for example, 
is directly proportionate to her 
failures both as a wife and a sexual 
partner; and Daisy and Effie end up 
bitchily competing for the atten- 
tions of Dirk Delfin, the rich and at- 
tractive owner of Metropole. The 
author resorts at times even to the 
sophomoric humour of epithets 
based on sexual performance — 
Bobsy is known as the Lay 
Misérable,"’ and a more 
promiscuous woman is called ‘*Im- 
mediate Occupancy.” | 

There are some typically hilarious 
de Vries scenes in the novel — es- 
pecially the tour-de-force of Daiay’s 
experiences at the “Meatloaf 
Writers Conference” — but not 
enough of tiem. In pursuing a plot, : 
which culminates in Daisy and Dirk 
marrying and living, no doubt, hap- 
pily even after, de Vries seems to 
have lost his sense of humour. 

Even the title, taken from the folk 
proverb about sexual equality, that 
“what's sauce for the goose is sauce . 
for the gander,” is unimaginative. 
De Vries would have done much- 
better 10 use an infinitely funnier 
line..from the American poet,’ 
Theodoré Roethke: “Love likes.a_}. 
gandet, and adores α goose.” ‘Think 
about ‘that one fora while, “|. 0

also enlisted the endorsement of 
several.leading sportsmen, the best 
known of whom are Maccabi Tel 
Aviv basketball stars Mickey 
Berkowitz and Motti Arouesti. 

It might not be such a good thing 
— or even fair to other local 
manufacturers — if the foreign- 
made snobbery were replaced by a 
snobbery for one particular Israeli 


brand, but perhaps this is a start. . 


Two years ago, the Israel Con- 
sumer Council published a com- 
parative survey of various brands of 
gym shoes. It is out-dated by now, 
and the council could certainly doa 
service by rechecking the market. 

Not everything with the Adidas 
label, by the way, is an import. A

Before [ saw the show, 1 was 
sceptical about Marca’s claim that 
these garments, at nightwear prices, 
are perfectly wearable as hostess 
outfits or even-on the street, When I 
saw them, however, | had to agree. 
At retail prices of 181,250 to 
{§2,000, they may seem extravagant 
for the bedroom, bul not so high if 
they can be worn in public. 
However, they are only being sold 
in lingerie boutiques and in the 
lingerie departments of the 
Hamashbir chain. 

The 33-year-old family firm of 
Marca, today headed by the 
founder's son, Yosef Cohen, is par- 
ticularly proud that Pierre Cardin 
himself designed the Israeli collec- 
lion. The firm should be given 
credit for defying the Arab boycott 
although this has recently cost it 
sales in the Arab world. 

Cohen says that the introduction 
of Cardin and its designs has 
resulted in retail prices only 12 per 
cent higher than Marca’s own 
sleepwear and loungewear. In the 
Cardin.collection there are 
nightgowns which can double as 


" hostess dresses, pyjama suits which 


could go oul jogging, other pyjamas 
fashionable enough for outdoors 
and cosy winter housecoats. One 
white nightgown could easily pass a5, 
a bridal gown, . . δ 

There is ample use of this

] HAVE one criticism: Contrary to 
the Jaw here, these new garments 
are labelled only “Pierre Cardin,” 
whereas they are supposed lo carry 
the manufacturer's name and 
“Made in Israel" as well. The fact 
that the latter appears on the boxes 
is not enough. 

The fabric content label should 
be in Hebrew rather than English. 
Obviously Marca is proud of its 
right to use the Cardin name, but it 
is too bad that it fecls a need to 
mask its [sraeli identity in order to 
uttract the local consumer. 

Other firms are guilty of this same 
practice. When aware of it, the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade first 
sends warntngs and then, if the viola- 
lion continues, takes action in the 
courts. lt is possible that the fines 
imposed are not heavy cnough to 
act as a delcrrent. 

Another firm which is proud of its 
Pierre Cardin connection is Kitan, 
which says its right to use this label 
for certain lines of bed linen and [or 
jogging suits hus raised its entire 
image in the public cye. Ags at 
Marca, the price differential 
between Kitan's regular lines of bed 
linen and those with Cardin designs 
is about 12 per cent. The deputy 
managing director, Shlomo Knoller, 
says that, the Cardin link not only 
improves designs but forces the firm 
to make a higher quality product. 

The use of the Pierre Cardin label 
in Israel is controlled by its agency 
in Tel Aviv, Nil, which is headed by 
Talia Peleg. She guve me a list of 
other Israeli firms with Cardin 
manufacturing franchises, Hoping 
that she had not overlooked any, 
they ure as follows: 

Arad — towels and terrycloth 
buthrobes; Topaz — boys’ out- 
erwear; Ruth Creations — girls” 
outerwear; Buruch — women's 
shirts; Delta — underwear; Mobi — 
bras, Toyland — plush toys; Diva — 
bathing suits; Elegant — belts and 
neckties; and Vigi — jewelry. 

Some people, among them Knol- 
ler of Kitan, fee) that the Cardin 
label is given oul too casually and 
that this tends to cheapen the name. 
Talia Peleg disagrees and says (hat 
the quality controls imposed 
through her agency is a guarantece 
agninst this, The agency reserves 
the right to withdraw the licence if 
quality drops. Ini addition, it 
protects the local territorial rights 
of concession-holders against any 
competition of Cardin imports in 
the same fields. 


ON THE footwear-for-winter front, 
Zivanit of Kibbutz Ein Zivan on the 
Golan reports proudly that its prices 
for boots this season are only 20 per 
cent above last year's, despite the 
130 per cent inflation. It also reports 
its contribution to the road safety 
effort by offering light-reftector 
stripes on P.V.C. boots for children 
and teenagers al no extra cost, 
Colourful boots by Zivanit -range 
from [5270 to 18360.
